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EDITORIAL NOTES, 


“Long-Legged No. 10, the new 
monster locomotive made for fast work 
an the Pennsylvania railroad, did bet. 
ter than a mile a-minute on a trip 
from Jersey City to Philadelphia one 
day last week. The train drawn by 
No. 10 at the time consisted of a bag- 
gage car, a Pullman car and three new 
passenger cars. There were 200 pas- 
sengers on board. The train left Jer- 
sey City at 4:10 r. u., and arrived in 
Philadelphia at 5:55 r. mu. Nine suc- 
cessive miles on the trip were run in 
less than 60 seconds each. One mile 
was run in 52 and the next in53 seconds. 
No. 10's driving wheels are 64% feet in 
diameter. In one revolution of the 
drivers the engine moves forward 
twenty feet and forty-two one hun- 
dred cha, whereas the ordinary engine, 
with a wheel 5 feet and 8 inches high, 
lays down two feet and sixty two one 
hundredths less. 


Narrow gauge railroads pay well 
on this coast. The little road between 
Colfax and Nevada City did very well 
last year. Its total earnings were 
$115,655 55, and its operating expen- 
ses $74,487 12, leaving a profit of 
$41,168 43. This road is only 23 
miles long, and does nothing but a 
Jocal business. Its management is of 
the best.

PERILS OF SLEEP-WALKING. 


A Somnambulist Walks Off an Express 
Train in Motion, aud Escapes With- 
out Injury. 


Says the Sacramento Bee of the 8th. 
inst: Parties whocame through from the 
East on the overland express this 
morning report a remarkable escape 
from death which occurred to a lad 
about 12 or 13 years of age, who was 
a passenger on the train with his par- 
ents. Between | and2 o'clock A. u., when 
the train was running at the rate of 
twenty-five or thirty miles au bour,and 
between the Summit and Cisco, the 
boy got up in bis sleep, and while in 
a somnambulistic state, walked out of 
the rear of the car and on to and off tlie 
platform. For half an hour the lad 
was not missed, but at the end of that 
time his parents awoke and discovered 
his absence. A search through the 
cars was iostituted, but showed that 
Le was not on the traio, whereupon 
the parents notified the conductor of 
the boy's habit of walking in his eleep. 
The conclusion was then, of course, 
that the boy had got up in his sleep, 
walked off the platform and been 
killed. One of the two engines draw- 
ing the train was dispatched back, 
however, in hope the boy might be 
found, and ifalive taken where medi- 
cal aid could be given him. Miracu- 
lous as it may appear, the boy was 
found some distance back, lyisg in an 
insensible condition near the side of 
the track, the place where he had fal- 
en off not being an abrupt mountain 
side. Restoratives were applied and 
in a short time the lad recovered, but 
when conversed with had no knowl- 
edge of anything that had happened 
from the time he went to sleep in the 
car. An examination also showed that 
the boy had escaped serious injury, 
and aside from a few bruises he was 
unhurt.

OTTONWD?D MIUNING DISTRICT, 


Its Organization---Resolations Parsed 
and By-Laws Adopted. 
At a meeting held at Cottonwood 
Canyon, Roop county, Nevada, Feby. 
7, 1881, the following business was 
transacted : 
B. F. Murphy was chosen President, 
and J. A. Gleason appointed Secre- 
tary. 
Rrsolyxb— That a mining district 
be formed to be known as the Cotton- 
wood Mining District; said district to 
bo bounded and described as follows: 
Commencing at a point on the north 
line of the Pyramid Lake Reservation 
where the dividing line betweea Hum- 
boldt and Roop counties intersects the 
same, and running north along the 
course of said dividing line to a point 
where the said line touche: the Buffalo 
desert, thence along the east side of 
said desert in a southeasterly course 
to the Pyramid Lake reservation north 
line, thence to poitt of beginning. 
BY- LAWS. 

Article I.—In order to secure the 
possessory right to a sole claim in Cot- 
ton wood Mining District, the locator 
or.locators shall be compelled to per- 
form five days’ labor on each claim 
within a period of sixty days from the 
date of location; also to place, orcause 
to be placed, on record said notice of 
location within a period of fifteen days 
from the date of said notice, during 
which time one of the said five days’ 
labor shall be performed. 

Article I1.—A Recorder shall be 
chosen, whose term of office shall 
cease at the expiration of one year 
from the date of this meeting, when 
his successor shall be chosen by ballot- 
ing in the usual manner. 

Article III.—The Recorder shall 
be entitled to the sum of two dollars 
($2) for the placing on record each 
notice of location, and an additional 
sum of one dollar ($1) for placing on 
record an affidavit of having made the 
annexed expenditure of one hundred 
dollars ($100) as required by the U. 
S. law. 

Article IV.—It ehall be the duty of 
the Recorder to return to. the posses- 
sion of each and every person who 
shall have a notice of location placed 
on record, a copy of said notice prop- 
erly filed, with his signature attached 
thereto. 

Article V.—When a transfer is de- 
munded of a notice of record for the 
purpose of placing the same on the 
county records, the Recorder shall be 
entitled to the sum of fifty cents for 
making the same, and when an ab- 
struct is demanded he shall be entitled 
to un additional sum of fifty cents for 
each claim included in said abstract. 

Article VI. It shall be the duty of 
the locator or-the locators of a lode 
claim in Cottonwood district to mark 
the surface boundaries either with 
stone monuments or stakes, or both, 
in such manner that each succeeding 
monument or stake may be readily 
seen from the point where the last 
was placed, taking either of the center 
end lines as the point of beginuing. 
Article ViI.—It shall be the duty 
of the Recorder of said district w keep 
a record cf all claims located, in a 
peat and legal manuer, which book of 
records shall at all tinaes be opeu to 
public inspection in the presence of 
the Recorder. 

Article VIII.—The foregoing laws, 
which have been and are herebg 
adopted at this meetings, are subject 
to revision at such time as a majority 
of the miners of said district shail 
deem such revision necessary, when a 
meeting shall be called for that pur- 
pose in the usual manner. 

Resotvep—That H. F. Norton 
be and is hereby chosen to fill the po- 
sition of Recorder of said district for 
the term of one year from this date. 
Resotvep—That a copy of the By- 
Laws of Cottonwood Mining District 
be published in the nearest county pa- 
per, also that a similar copy be hand- 
ed the District Recorder, who shall 
place the same in the book of mining 
records, for future reference of all 
concerted.

A Growing Town and Healthy Mines, 
Without a Hotel. 


Cuexry Creek, Nev., April 2. 
Ed. Gazette:—Why don't you say 
something About Cherry Creek? It 
is the biggest place in Eastern Neva- 
da, next to Eurexa, and you havea 
number of snbscribers here. The 
Cherry Creek mines were found in 
1872. They are 6000 feet above tide- 
water, on the west side of Steptoe 
valley, which is sometbing of a farm- 
ing country. A good tri-weekly stage 
runs in from Wells, a hundred miles 
north. The best mise is the Star, 
which ships $30,000 a month. It has 
from four to eight feet of ore. There 
is some trouble from water. The ore 
is worked by dry crusving and roast- 
ing. It is worth $60 a ton. The deep- 
est workings are 500 feet. Tom Wil- 
liams, of San Francisco,is a big owner. 
The Exchange is a New York compa- 
ny. It keepseigyt stamps running, 
and ships from 810000 to $12,000 a 
month. A tunnel 500 feet long cuts 
it 300 feet deep, aud a shaft is down 
240 feet. The ore assays $65, and is 
free milling. It works up to 70 per 
cent. Mr. Roberts, the Superintend- 
ent, is well liked. The Teacup and 
Geneva is another New York compa 
ny. with a 5-stamp mill, and room for 
5 more. It will begin work this 
spring. There ure over 200 miners in 
the camp, and there are excellent in- 
dicdtions of permanency in the mines. 
There is a regular porphyry belt four 
or five miles long, lying on slate and 
lime. The population numbers about 
1,500, and although we have stores, 
etc., there is no hotel at all. It would 
be a good location for some enterpris- 
ing man. Don't you think so?

BAD LUCK. 


Hie Judicial Straveling at Nevada 
City---Protesting His Innocence to 
the Last. 


Nevapa Crry (Cal.), April 8.—Ah 
Luck, aged 20, was hung here this 


the murder of Ah Gow at Truckee, 
May 18th, 1879. The two other Chi- 
namen, proved to have been with him 
when the killing was done, are now 
serving out life terms in the State 
Prison. Ah Luck has become a de- 
yout Catholic since the Sisters of 
Mercy began visiting him a few days 


since, and be was attended on the 


scaffold by Fathers Meagher and Dal- 
ton. He has protested his innocence 
of the murder all along. 

This morning he sent the following 
to the Daily Transcript with a request 
that it be published in that paper to- 
morrow : 

NEVADA County Jar, April 8, 1881. 

Dear Ladies aud Gentlemen: I will 
write a few words to inform you, my 
friends, that I appreciate the kindness 
of all the ladies and gentlemen that 
came to bid me farewell before 1 
hang, but my heart is very sorry, for 
I am innocent of the crime fer which 
I must suffer, but if you, ladies and 
gentlemen, do believe me innocent, 
please feel sorry for me and ask God's 
blessiog for me and ask Him to take 
me up to Heaven; and I do hope that 
all my friends will have good luck 
aod happiness through life as well as 
good health. This is written but a 
few hours before I am to be hung. 
So please good-bye and may God's 
bleesing rest with you as I hope it is 
with me. Signed, CHALET Luck. 

He was resigned until he began to 
bid the priests and officers farewell, 
then wept bitterly and called upon the 
Almighty to sustain him. As the 
drop fell the knot of the noose slipped 
from under his ear to the back of his 
head. His neck was not broken, 
death resulting in seventeen minutes 
from strangulativn. The remains will 


be buried in the Catholic Cemetery.
